In yesterday’s article we endeavoured 
to lay before our readers the advantages 
of coming to an understanding. with the 
Chinese in order to effect the total. abo- 
lition of likia and all inland imports on 
foreign trade. We pointed out that, ns, 
things now stand, there is not the 
slightest hope of getting rid of likin by 
uny diplomatic presenre—and the only 
thing we cau de isto make it worth 
while for the Chinese: authorities to abo- 
lish it. We must make a-bargain with 
them—which indeed is the form that all 
negotiations with China have taken ip 


| recent times, aud the bargain we sug- 


gested was that we should agree to in- 
crease the import duty by @ suia equivo- 
lent to whatis now paid as likin, Half 
the import duty, was agreed upon in 
1860 as the amount for which transit 
duties might fairly be commuted, and 
this is a. handy figure to deal’ with, but 
the precise amount isa detail. What wa

Tux Legislative Council, in the absence of 
the Governor, ia dving useful, although 
pot very brilliant work. No laws are per- 
fect when they leave tho hands of the legis- 
lators, and oven if they did approach per- 
fection ot the time, they would svon 
becomo imperfect owing to the changing 
disposition of the people necessitating a 
change in tho lawa that govern them. 
[t is almost invariably found, therefore, 
after ordiumees have beeu enforced for 
some time, that amendments must bo made, 
The pecnliar cun-:itions ander which Houg- 
kong is situated make the need of these 
amendments ravte frequently felt, Tho 
Council, to satisfy this need, had gone ou 
piling amendment on amendment until the 
law was of s very complex character, Hence 
the nevd for conaolidation—a most useful 
work which lag been catried on durisg the 
last two yeas by the Law Tkvision Com- 
mittee. Once the lawa are consolidated, it 
will, as waa pointed out by tho Attorney 
General, bu more easy to draft amending 
‘Ordinuuces, At Tast meeting of Council, 
however, besides the Consolidating Ordin- 
anes, there wero two introduced which will 
effect considurablo improvements, Tho 
more important is thy ona dealing with the 
powera of Police Magistrates. Experience 
has shown that, on accouat of the large and 
multifarious work to be done at the Mayia- 
tracy, its vory dificult to get two magis- 
trates to sit om one case; and the result 
was that instead of the provision giving 
greater eccurity of justice being done it 
often defuated the ends of justice, Two 
heads, it issaid, are better than one, even if 
they are sheep’s heads. As, lwwever, thore 
is 4 Court above the mazistrates’ for dealing 
with serious cases there is not much need 
for a two-headed bench, and if experience 
has proved that the provisiun is almost un- 
workuble, the right thing is te abolish it, 
The other changes introduced by the new 
ordinance are mainly required for the pur- 
pose of mecting the cute tricks to avoid the 
law resorted to by the Chinese. As long 
as wo do not wish our atrests to become as 
impassabloas streets in a Chineso town, we 
must have strict laws to deal with hawkers, 
and, muat, a3 faras possible, etop unliceused 
hawking. It appears to hava been tho 
practice of the ‘hawkers when arrested to 
pass on their wares to other mien, who went 
on breaking tho law while thuir friends were 
iu prison, To siop this it is now proposed 
tu give the polics full authority to arrest 
both tha hawker aud his wares. The other 
important amendment is a rather wore 
qaestivuable one. It is propoaed to give 
the Magistrate the power to order the 
searching uf @ prisoner, . who, although 
ho may havo wherewith  t pay 
the ne, prefera to - gu to . prison, 
and also the power to apprupriaty the 
mogey found, i suficiont, in payment of 
the fine imposed. An equally. effective 
-way, we should have thought, of dealing 
with this class of prisoners would have been 
to give the alternative of going to prison 
as puuitive an effect as the fine, eo that the 
Jatter would be preferred. We fear the Chi- 
neko will readily diacover a means of evad- 
ing the uew law. If those net senrched at 
present ate really only these who are 
brought: before tha Court on summonses, 
ti. eg. people will, when they know the now 
jaw, take, care not to appaar befare the 
Court with any money iv their pockats. 
Besides, the Magistrate seems to be turned 
inta a professiunel = pick-p.ckek by this 
amending onlinance,

THE SANITARY BOARD. 

Tho Sanitary Board met this afternoon. 
There wero present; Dr Ayrea, Colonial 
Surgoon (President); Hon. W. M. Deane, 
Captain Superintendent of Polics ; “Hon. 
Wong Shing; Mr Stewart-Lockhart, Re- 

istrar General; Dr Ho Kai, Mr Ede, and 

r W, E, Crow, Acting Sverctary. 

The Acting Secretary read a latter from 
the Colonial Sucretary’s office. intimating 
that the sum af $250 a8 compensation had 
been allowed to the scavenging contractor, 
for extra work in tho Hill District, being 
at the rate of $50 por month from the be- 
ginning of August last. This ia in accord- 
aneo with o recommendation by the Board. 

Tho Acting Secretary snbmitted a letter 
and encloaures on the abject +f tho cul- 
tivation of lymph in Java, Hoe also road 
a minute on the enclosures by Dr Cantlie, 
who stated that the papers were unintel- 
ligiblo to him on many points, and seemed 
naeleda for the purposs of the Board. 

Tho Chairman said the communication 
altogether was along «tie, and contained 
very little ‘iufurmati-n. Tt contsined a 
goud deal about unsuccessful but not about 
succeseful proceedings. . 

The Acting Secretary submitted papers 
on the subject of a recommendation by the 
Inspector of live stock, that all caitls im- 
purted into the Colony be placed under 
obaurvation immediately after landing, Pa- 
pers wero alu sutmitted concerning the 
licencing of private depots for the keep. 
ing of ‘cattle inpurted into the Colony 
for the purpnsa of being slauvhterod. A 
minute on this subject by Dr Cantlic stated 
the vpinian that all cattle “imported | for 
slaughter ottght to be housed at the Govern- 
ment depot. A minuto by the Regiatrar 
Goneral (Mr Stewart Lockhart) agreed with 
the opinion of Mr Francia, that the'presont 
law should be amended so as to maka it. 
compulaory that such cattle should be kept 
ate te Govérumeut depot. A mite by 
Captain Deane was to the effect that now 
by-laws on the subject were wanted.. Mr 
Francia wrote that he had looked carefudy 
into this matter aud was quite satiafied 
that at present there was no power to com- 
pel cattle brought into tho Culony to Le 
slaughtered to be kept in any public dupet, 
asa public depot exi-ted only for the pur- 
pase ofaegregation. The depotaat Kennedy. 
‘Town were only to ba used for diseased 
or auspected cattle, and if Mr Ladds was 
foreing people to ‘drive their cattle there, 
ho was doing what he had no right to do. 
In Victoria bis duty waa clearly to inapect 
the places for landing. Powera were givan 
to the Sanitary Board to regulate these pri- 
vato depota, and every person who applied 
for it was entitled to a licence from the 
Board if he was willing to comply with 
the conditions imposed. He (Mr Fron-ia) 
thought that under tho citcamstances 
licences ought to be granted, to be renewed 
from month*to month, until new regula- 
tions wero prepared. It might be laid 
down that no depst would be allowed ia 
any crowded part of tho town. 

‘The Acting Secretary laid on the table a 
petition to the Registrar General by Mak 
Kim-Tin for a licenca to keap cattle in 
Third Street. Along with this there we 
submitted a minuto by the Inspector of 
live stock, in which he slated that he 
did not considerthe place fit for the tousing 
of cattle, Areport by the Inspector was 
also read, in which he repeated that the 
place waa unfitfor the honsing of cattle, 
and added that a'nco the beginning ofthe 
year all the cattle landed and slaughtered 
had beon inspected and marked, except 
those belonging to Mak Kam Tin, and that 
the other butchers complained beeause they 
had not the same privilege, . 

Captain D.aue said he took the case to 
be something of this kind.. Under the pro- 
visions of the former Ordinance these cattle 
could not be kept without a license from 
the Registrar General, but when Ordinance 
24 of 1887 was pussed it gave the Board 
power to issue by-lawa on this subject, aud 
no by-laws had been made. © 

The Chairmen Mhought something ought 
to be done, and that there should be only 
oue depot, ‘There was no necessity fur 
having theae depots all over. the placa, and 
it certainly was not favourable to the heal- 
thy congition ofthe cattle or of the peoplo 
surrounding that they should be an. 

Mr Stewart Lockhart regarded it ad a 
matter of importance chiedy for the purpose 
of inapection not to have theaa places all 
overthe ‘“cluny, becuusa it greatly increased 
the ditticulty of ius; ection. 

Captain Deane said that in that caso all 
they had to do was to frime by-laws suying 
that cattle wore tu be "kept only at such 
and such’ places, and not.within so many 
yards of apy louse, Ho thought tha sug. 
Bestion of Me: Francia as to revewing the 
licence from month to mouth. was a good 
ohe, and that the present application might 
bo granted on that condition. 


Tt was thon agreed to grant the licencs. 


on this nnderstauding, and that Mr Ladda 
should be asked to report, giving dytails as 
to whet by-laws should be framed; also 
that he should instruct tho applicant as to 
how hig place should be kept. 


THY REPORTING OF INFECTIONS DISEASES. 


The Board. resumed considerstion in 
committee of the by-laws fur the Compul- 
sory reporting of infcctious discascs, ut 
eluuse 4, which deals with who is to be 
responsible fur reporting. - 

Captaiu Deana moved that the section 
should read—'JE any such inmate of any 
premises be nit onder the care uf a medical 
practitioner the occupier or keepor of such 
premises, or tho nearest male adul: relative 
living in such premises, shall, op the nature 
of the disease bucuming known ta him or 


on suspicion of oxistonce in such inmato.of 
any such disenso, forthwith notify the Scc- 
retary to the Board, or the officer in charge 
of the nearest Police Stution.-  . 

Dr Ho Koi anggiited that the clinse 
should: reac ‘the accupior or keeper of 
auch promises, .or part of svel premisrs.’ 
Bo said a man might sublet a floor 
to another nian and might not know what 
was taking place on. that floor. 

Mr Ede said they might bo calling half a 
dozen pespla te report. There wero a great 
mumber of houses sub-lot and te-anb-let. 

Dr Ho Kai anggosted that there shonid 


‘bo an order in tho reaponsibility. 


Captain Deane—It wil be a quest'on for 
the magistrate to dotermine who is the 
occupier, Te might hold that the occupier 
of p shop on the gr und floor is nat anawor- 
ablo for tho people on the second floor. 

Tho Registcar General—But wo asast 
take gront cnre in framing theso by-laws, 08 
a heavy penalty ia affixed. 

The Choirman—~Tho man noorest tha 
place should he held reaponaible. 

Tho Registrar General—There will bo the 
greatest’ difficulty in the working of tho 
clause. If you cannot prove a man knows 
ndizease, haw ara you to kuow he aug, ects 
it. 

Pho Chairman— However wo mny draft 
t'alaw Lattpposo Mr Francis and Dr Ho 
Kai will be able to drive @ carringo and 
Lorsea throuzh it somewhere, 

Captain Deane—I think thero is great 
doubt as to ita results, but it will eucournge 
roporting. re 

Dr. Ho Kai moved thatthe Registrar 
General's affice be included in tho places 
where peoplo might go and ieport, It was 
the nearest in the town and ‘was better 
known to the Chinese than any other office. 

Onptnin Deane said the Chincre would 
come to know tho athor effhe as well in 
eonrse of time, and going tothe Registrar 
General's wonld occasion delay. 

The Registrar General anid his office 
generally knew of the disease firat because 
tho Chinesc had to report deaths there. 

Both suggestions of Dr. Ho Kai were 
finally agreed too, : 

The by-lawsas amended wore afterwarda 
passed, : 

The Board thon went on to consider other 
by-laws referring to the compulgory vacat- 
ing of promises, disinfection &c. 

Only one substantial alteration was made, 
one of tho elauses being. mada to read :— 
No poravn shalt knowingly let or porwmit to 
he onciipied, or shall knowingly ocoupy, any 


premiscs vr portions thereof that havo | 


been occupied by any person aufforing - 
from any infectious disonso, until such 
premiacs stall have been proviously 
certified by the Sanitary Superintendent to 
be properly disinfected and fit for babita- 
tion.

“MORE CUINESE THAN TUE 
OHINESE. 
Ta the Editor of the ‘Curva Matt.’ - 


Hongkony; Dec. 6. . 

Sie,—It is a friquent and now almost 
trito remark that those who set themselves 
laboriously to the study uf Chinese life and 
Jangnago end by becoming more cunserva- 
tive and pedantic than the Chinese them- 
solves, ‘Phe tendency first manifests itself 
in ® species of affectation, and latterly 
‘becomes part of the sinologist’s nature. No 
more striking proof of this could bo found 
than the uiticle from the pen uf Dr Eitel 
you produced the other evening. ‘Pho valuo 
of learning is often estimated, not by its 
intrinsic worth, - but by the amount of 
Jabour spent on it. De Eitel has apeut 
years in reqniring 9 fair knowledge of the 
written language of China, and he evidently 
estimates its value iu terms of the mental 
force expended in the operut.on. 

I fear I am not qualified’ to enter the 
Hate with the learned doctor in any discus- 
sion having roference to the Chinese 
Innguage ; but it dors not require, I think, 
much sinvlugic 1 lure to find ont that the 
generalities he deals in are fundamontally 
wrong. Be acems.to start with the sup- 
posilinn that Chinese civilisation is 
absolutely fixed, that, unlike all other 
! civilisation the world bas ever kuown, it 
iis powerful to resist all  diyiutegrating 
forces. Now there is nothing to warrant 
18 in believing that the Ubinese civilisatiun 
or Chineso language ia built up for eternity 
moro than any uther carthly thing ; neither 
is there anything to show that, in dircct 
contradiction to tho laws of human pro- 
gress, the lower civilisation of China will 
not be greatly modified if uvt transformed 
by contact with o higher civilisation, Its 


~The by-laws woro passed.

TUE CHARGES OF ASSAULT 
AGAINST A TURNKEY. 

_ Charles MoKay, turnkey in Victoria Gual, 
who is charged with «asanlting two pri- 
sonera, was again brought before Mr Pol- 
lock in the Police Court tu-duy. 

The following evidence was taken t— 

Genry Mason, assistant. turnkey in Vic- 
teria Gaol, said—A little after ten o’clockon 
tho mornivg of the 4th, defendant eamo 
into the tailor’s shop, of which E have 
charge, ina very oxcited mapner. He had 
qisoner No. 63 in his charge ‘aud waa hold- 
ing him by his jacket. He came tu where F 
wos sitting, pushing and dragging tho pri- 
souer along in a rery rough matter. He 
said the prisoner had said something to 
him, which I tovk .to imeun something | 
offunsive. He did-not tell me what it was. 
I said that if the prigyner bad done any- i 
thing wrong the proper thing to do was! 
to report him and not to pull and 
knock him about in. tho way le wis 
doing, He paid uo’ attention to what 
T said, but turned the prisoner rvuad and 
pushed him roughly through the shop- 
into the hall and down ta the Superinten- 
dent’s office, Previous to that prisoner 


No. . 280 complained to me about the defen- . 
daot having hurt his (the prisoner's) foot. - 


The skin was knocked off the man’s foot and 
IT sent him to hospital, Dofendant waa 
under tho influonce of liquor, He contd 
apeak plainly, but was very hot and excited. 
Thave ben in charge of tho tailors’ shop 
for 15 months. Defendant has becn uuder 
me for about afortnight altogether. Ho had 
heen vary much exerted for afew days pre- 
vious to this, and Lad the tailors’ shop very 
nearly in astuta of mutiny. It was about 
ton. o’elock on tho- morning of tha 4th that- 
No. 289 comp ained to me. . 

By the defendant-——On the 3rd inst, 
went to my tillin, Jeaving defendant in 
charge of the prisoners. . Ho was the only 
man in chatys, On my retura he com 
plained to me that some of the prisoners 
hud béen lying down, which was contrary 
lo the regulations. tle als» said they did 
not seem to caro to. get up for hina. 
I told him the proper thing wae to 
make a report to the Superintendent. 
Iden’) know whether this complaint was 
wade by the order of Mr Nolan. 

At this puint tho defendunt made a state- 

Tent to the effect that what was known as 
the tailors’ shop alsy included @ ourponters! 
shop, and as most of the men had tools in 
-thety hands he was in danger of his life. 
He also said there were ao ordera in the 
Gaol signed-by General Gordon, and that 
variable orders had to be taken from who- 
ever happened to come along. If defend- 
apt committed a breach of any of theaa 
variable orders he would be fined $10, He 
was in charge 8T G1 Chinese’ uw one Euro- 
pean on the day in questinn, and it. was 
bia duty to let oune of them ont of- his 
charge.

H.E, the Fant‘si (Provincial Treasurer) 
of Kinngau, Hwang [sz show, guving in- 
structed tho District Magistrate of Shanghai 
to contribute tewards tho Honan Relief 
Fund from his official budget, Mr Prei 'Ta- 
chung is this day forwarding Ts, 10,000 for 
thia purpose to Svochow. . 

A friend with the army in Formosa 
contributes the following account of the 
troublos there. +—The rebola who wero over 
10,U00 iu number, after attacking aud rob- 
bing the Salt Roverue Office st, Lokkeng, 
proceeded to invest the city of Chang-hwa, 
and by 5th Octeber had vecupied a hill 
called Poh-kwa Shan, about ono ti distan* 
from Chang-hwa commanding au oxeelient 
view of all thal waa dono in the city. 
General Cho Weu-kwany, who waa absent 
from Chang-hwa on service at Kageo, 
returned of once when he heard the news, 
and attacked the rebela on 7th Oct, but 
was defeated and killed. Tho busicged wore 
in great alarm, but having. abunt 1,010 
militin in the city, resisted attacks sauccesa- 
fully until Wvth Octeber night, when General 
Lin Jin-t'ang cana to their relief, defeated 
tho rebels and furced his way into the town, 
from which he made asortie the next day 
ant dislodged the enemy from Pab-hwa 
Shan with hia artillery, On 12th October 
Gen, Lin Jin-tang attueked and burned 
down two atrongholds af the rebels abuut 
dor 6 li from Ohang-hwa, called San-shih- 
Joh Chwang and Erh-shih-sz Chwang
